FOR CLERICAL JOBS 

IN WASHINGTON 

That American men and women are 
eager to accept every opportunity to 
heip in the nation's greatest undertak- 
ing is evidencer by the responses re- 
ceived to tiie announcement of the 
United States Civil Service Commission 
of the need for general clerks. The 
Commission sent out a call for clerks 
to he employed in the departments in 
Washington, and January 5, Fehruary 9, 
and March .9 were set as examination 
dates. Ahout 35,000 persons applied 
for admission to these examinations. A 
large percentage of the applications 
came from persons whose sole purpose 
in seeking Government employment was 
to help keep the war machine moving. 
This prompt and heavy response has 
made it necessary to holt further ex- 
aminations for general clerk in the near 
future. Examinations for stenographers 
and typewriters and for clerks trained 
in certain special or technical lines tire 
stlil being held. 

The most pressing need of the Govern- 
ment service in Washington right now 
is for a large number of well qualified 
stenographers. The Civil Service Com- 
mission urges persons who are equipped 
to pass the stenography part of the ex- 
amination to apply at once. Examina- 
tions are held at least once a week in 
50 of the principal cities. Definite in- 
formation and application blanks may 
be obtained from representatives of the 
Civil Service Commission at post offices.

London. — Many Interesting stories 
come from France about the keenness 
of mind and the eager spirit of the 
American officers arriving at the front. 
These officers get "on the job" at once 
«n<%dlspiuy a desire to learn and to be 
where the shells are whizzing and the 
Huns are to be seen. ' 

The first tendency of the Britishers 
Is to be somewhat envious of the elab- 
orate paraphernalia and equipment of 
the Americans, but the disposition of 
the latter to share everything he has 
with his colleagues, be they French or 
British, at once puts him on a most 
friendly basis. 

A British officer, writing in the 
Dally News, tells of the arrival of 
two of these American officers at 
the front After describing an old 
French chateau, "full of gusts of wind, 
of ghosts and labyrinthine passages," 
he says that these two Americans 
lugged into the place with trunks and 
bags and quickly made themselves at 
home. 

Make Themselves at Home at Once. 
He describes their entrance thus: 
"And Just then the door creaked 
open, and two pleasant faced young 
men In khaki, and wearing wide- 
awake hats with gold and black cord 
twined around them, put their heads 
in, looked round, bade me a pleasant 
good evening, looked at the pile of 
boxes, said they supposed this was 
where they were coming in, and ex- 
pected, and were quite prepared to put 
up with hardships, and rapidly took 



expected to find the British and 
French armies somewhat ragged and 
worn after their long struggle. What 
he had found was just the reverse. 
The British army made him blink; It 
was so highly polished and extraor- 
dinarily smart, slick, alert and fun of 
•swank.' He expected to find low 
morale. Instead \>f which he finds It 
high. Personally I think these officers 
had come to criticize, but they remain 
to admire In amaze. 

"And all this discovery lends to a 
certain shyness— something which is 
new to Yankee temperament. My two 
friends of the heavy baggage seemed 
to regard me as an expert In this war 
game, and an expert who had to be 
treated with respect. Consciously or 
unconsciously, they gave me an as- 
cendance over them. I was the war- 
rior, they the tyros coming on to the 
field of experience. One day, | n a 
chaffing remark, I compared their lord- 
ly trunks and my little bundle of be- 
longings, and thereafter the trunks 
seemed to call for constant apologies. 
I couldn't help watching their progress, 
as one watches a schoolboy growing 
up, and treating them as Juniors, 
whose only misfortune was they had I 
been late In coming Into the field." 



GIVES EIGHT SONS TO WAR 

Five of British Mother's Boys Are 
Killed In Action and Another Is 
Paralyzed. 

London.— The countless numbers of 
heroic sacrifices made by British moth- 
ers have been far eclipsed by Mrs. 
Beech ey, widow of Rev. P. W. T. 
Beechey. late vicar of Frlesthorpe] 
Lincolnshire, who has given eight sons 
to serve their country, five of whom 
have lost their lives. 

Three have been killed on the west- 
ern front, another died nt Rouen, while 
the fifth, Charles Reeves Reechey of 
the Royal Fusiliers, who was n mas- 
ter at Stamford Grammar school, has 
expired from wounds received In East 
Africa. One, Bernard Beechey. was a 
schoolmaster at Lincoln, nnd another, 
Frank, was a master of the Lincoln Ca- 
thedral Choir school. 

Three other sons survive. Of these 
one has been paralyzed and the other 
two are still serving.' All the broth- 
ers joined the army as volunteers, two 
of them enlisting in Australia, where 
they were farming. 



Shopmen Painted Him. 

— Frank Bruner. em- 
ployed at the Ullnols Central railroad 
shops, uttered a comment recently to 
the effect that "85 per cent of the 
American soldiers are bums," and the 
shopmen, after severely beating him, 
painted him yellow from head to foot 
The company approved the Job by dis- 
charging him.

"This, then, was the American army 
come to stay. These young gentlemen 
had traveled from the other side of 
the Atlantic to help out the allies, and 
with them had come their belongings 
packed In trunks. Thinking, of course, 
of the limited number of beds, I said : 
"How many are there of you?' 1 guess 
there are only two coming In here,' 
one replied. That seemed good enough, 
and I said to myself: 'This army has 
got some transportation. If a couple 
of lleotpnapts carry this Iqt, what 
must an army carry?' 

"I don't regret their coming. They 
were nice Americans. They asked a 
lot of questions, and in ddlng so 
skinned me of my knowledge of the 
western front. And from those trunks 
they produced pieces of equipment 
which made me envious — automatic 
revolvers, marked with a large U, S. 
A., and ammunition; glasses, boots, 
leggings, coats, bats, mess tins, water 
bottles, spare tunics, flash lamps — 
everything. In fact, which makes our 
own officers when on the move look 
like Christmas trees. These young of- 
ficers were even more the complete 
officer than we profess to be; but all 
their decorative effects were stowed 
and locked away In trunks.

Letter From Corp. Frank J. Salvador, 
Const. Co. 11, Aviation Corps, U. S. A 



Kelly Field, No. 3, 1918. 
Dear Friend Geo.: 

I supposed you thought by this time 
that I was in Greenville, S. C. So did 
army. We are finally to leave here, for 
I can see the old Pullmans lined up on 
the side track and we had our final in- 
spection. They had us lined up and read 
the riot act about writing to any one 
telling them the day we leave here, so 
you see I can't tell. The last two weeks 
we haven't been allowed eo leave this 
field, not even leave our street. You 
see all out bound troops are ' put in 
quarantine before leaing. We won't be 
iu Greenville over ten days at the most, 
but you can put my address down as 
being there until you hear from me 
later/ Some difference between this out- 
fit and the old fifth Mass. 

We are on the jump from 6 a. m. until , 
6 p. ra. and it is drill, drill all the tim^ 
I was made a corporal last week, bu^ $H

Sugar Cost 35 Cents a Pound During 
Civil War — Refiners' Profits 
Now Curtailed. 

Sugar Is selling today throughout 
America at from 8% to 9 cents 
pound to the eonsumer, even though 
there Is a world shortage which has 
reduced this nation's sugar allotment 
to 70 per cent of normal. 

Through the efforts of the United 
States food administration the sugar 
market has been regulated as far as 
the producer, refiner and wholesaler 
Is concerned. The food administration 
has no power to reguiate retail prices 
except by public opinion. Even though 
more than 85,000 tons of sugar have 
been shipped to Frnnee In the last 
four months the retail grocer's sugar 
price is around 8 to 8% eenta. He 
should sell this Kugnsf at 8% to 9 
cents, the food administration believes, 
and asks the American housewife to 
pay no more„than this amount 

Last August when the food admin- 
istration wva organized the price .of 
sugar rose suddenly to 11 cents a ,

Hoover said, ''an examination was 
made of the costs and profits of refin- 
ing and It was finally determined that 
the spread between the cost of raw 
and the sale of refined cane sugar 
should be limited to $1.30 per hundred 
pounds. The pre-war differential had 
averaged about 85 cents and increased 
costs were found to have been Impos- 
ed by the war in Incrensed cost of re- 
fining, losses, cost of bags, labor, insur- 
ance, interest and other things, rather 
more than cover the difference. After 
prolonged negotiations the* refiners 
were placed under agreement estab- 
lishing these limits on October 1, and 
anything over this amount to be agreed 
extortionate under the law. 

"In the course of these Investiga- 
tions it was found by canvass of the 
Cuban producers that their sugar had, 
during the first nine months of the 
past year, sold for an average of about 
$4.24 per hundred f. o. b. Cuba, to 
which duty and freight added to the 
refiners' cost amount to about $5. 
per hundred. The average sale price 
of granulated by various refineries, ac- 
cording to our Investigation, was about 
$7.50 per hundred, or a differential of 
$1.84. 

"In reducing the differential to $1.30 
there was a saving to the public of 54 
cents per hundred. Hnd such a dif- 
ferential been In use from the 1st of 
Jnnuary, 1917. the public would have 
saved In the first nine months of the 
year about .$24,800,000." 

Next Year. 
With a view to more efficient organ- 
ization of the trade in Imported sugars 
next year two committees have been 
formed by the food administration : 

L A committee comprising repre- 
sentatives of all of the elements of 
American cane refining groups. The 
principal duty of this committee Is to 



a statement made by Herbert Hoover 
the other day. 

"It is our stern duty to feed the al- 
lies, to maintain their health and 
strength at any cost to ourselves," 
Mr, Hoover declared. *SThere has not 
been, nor will be as we see It enough 
sugar for even their 'present meagre 
and depressing ration unless they send 
ships to remote markets for it If we 
in our greed and gluttony force them 
either to further reduce their ration, 
or to send these ships we will have 
done damage to our abilities to win 
this war. 

"If we send the ships to Java 
for 250,000 tone of sugar next year 
we will have necessitated the em- . 
ployment of eleven extra ships for 
one year. These ships — If used In g 
transporting troops — would take 
150,000 to 200,000 men to France."^ 

Reason for World Shortage/ 

As Mr. Hoover pointed out, the 
United States, Canada and England 
were sugar importing countries before 
the war, while France and Italy were 
very nearly self supporting. The main 
sources of the world's sugar supply 
was Germany and neighboring powers, 
the West Indies and the East Indies. 

German sugar is no longer -available, 
as It Is used entirely In Germany, 
which also absorbs sugar of surroundi 
lng countries. 

England can no longer buy 1,400,000 
long tons of sugar each year froip 
Germany. The French sugar producr 
tlon has dropped from 750,000 to 210,- 
000 tous. The Italian production has 
fallen from 210,000 tons to 75,000 tons. 
Thus three countries were thrown 
upon East and West Indian sources 
for 1,925,000 tons annually t* maintain 
their normal consumption. 

Because of the world's shipping 
shortage the allied nations started 



with a member of the food administra- 
tion. Only two of the committee have 
arrived from Europe, but they repre- 
sent the allied governments. The du- 
ties of this committee are to determine 
the most economical sources from 
transport point of view of all the al- 
lies to arrange transport at uniform 
rates, to distribute the foreign sugar 
between the United States and allies, 
subject to the approval of the Ameri- 
can, English, French and Italian gov- 
ernments. 

This committee, while holding strong 
views as to the price to be paid for 
Cuban sugar, has not had the final 
voice. This voice has rested In the 
governments concerned, together with 
the Cuban government and I wish to 
state emphatically that all of the gen- 
tlemen concerned as good commercial 
men have endeavored with the utmost 
patience and skill to secure a lower 
price, and their persistence has re- 
duced Cuban demands by 15 cents per 
hundred. The price agreed upon Is 
about $4.60 per hundred pounds, t o. b. 
Cuba, or equal to about $6 duty paid 
New York. 

♦This price should eventuate," 
Mr. Hoover eald, "to about $7.30 
per hundred for refined eugar from 
the refiners at seaboard points or 
should place sugar In the hands of 
the consumer at from B'/ 2 to 9 
cents per pound, depending upon 
locality and conditions of trade, op 
at from 1 to 2 eenta below the 
pricee of August last and from one- 
half to a cent per pound cheaper 
than today. 

"There Is now an elimination of 
specplation, extortionate profits, and 
in the refining alone the American 
people will save over $25,000,000 of 
the refining charges last year. A part 
of these savings goes to the Cuban, 
Hawaiian, Porto Rlcan and Louslanlan
